Are Begun in Peru 


ANTA. Peru (AP) 
Earth­ 
quake relief operations were 
slow getting started, but they 
are moving along now and a 
dirt strip at this village in the 
Huaylas Canyon has become the 
ousiest airport in South Ameri­ 
ca 
From dawn to dusk every 
day planes haul food medicine 
and other supplies into the can­ 
yon from Lima and the port city 
of Chimbote. They fly out with 
survivors —injured or unhurt— 
of the May 31 quake 
which 
killed 50.000 persons 
Juan 
Cardinal 
Landazuri- 
Ricketts flew to Anta Wednes­ 
day to see the relief operation 
and to comfort the survivors. 
Officials 
said 
his 
visit 
was 
"worth a ton of medicine. ’ 
Peruvian authorities reported 
the third loss of an aircraft in a 
week of relief flights. The Na­ 
tional Information Office said a 
Peruvian air force helicopter 
crashed near the town of Caja- 
cay and three persons aboard 
were killed 
Earlier in the day. an Argen­ 
tine Fokker F27 with seven per­ 
sons aboard was reported miss­ 
ing en route from Lima to Anta. 
Last Saturday an American hel­ 
icopter flying into the canyon 
was smashed against a hillside 
by a strong downdraft. The two 
crewmen and nine passengers 
were not injured but the heli­ 
copter was destroyed

The inner ear — technically, 
the cochlea — is that part of the 
auditory system which takes the

brain. This is done by means of 
a membrane, called the basilar 
membrane. 
Scientists have often argued 
about 
whether 
there 
were 
standing or traveling waves — 
two distinct types of wave 
motion 
— 
present 
in 
the 
membrane. 
I n s e l b e r g ’s 
research 
has 
led 
him 
to 
conclude that both types are 
there. 
Inselberg's model has also 
demonstrated that the ear s low- 
frequency threshold is governed 
by such membrane properties 
as stiffness. 
The mathematician believes 
that this is only the beginning of 
the use of mathematical models 
to simulate the human ear. 
"With 
more 
sophisticated 
techniques,” 
he 
says, 
"we 
should be able to alter the 
various mathematical elements 
until we create a model with 
characteristics very similar to 
the human ear. 
"When this happens we could 
introduce

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress "hasn t changed a parti­ 
cle since she was elected to it 
in 1917. says Jeanette Rankin, 
the first woman to serve there. 
"It s still the same old club " 
Nor has the condition of wom­ 
en changed much since then, 
said Miss Rankin, a leader in 
the female suffrage fight at the 
turn of the century. "The wom­ 
en's liberation movement is 
talking about the same issues 
now that we talked about then." 
A 
petite, 
patrician-looking 
woman 
from 
Montana 
who 
served as a Republican in the 
House from 1917-1919 and again 
from 1941-1943. Miss Rankin 
celebrates her 90th birthday to­ 
day with a dinner in her honor 
sponsored by several senators 
and congressmen 
Slowed only a little by a bro­ 
ken hip suffered six weeks ago. 
Miss Rankin devotes much of 
her time to antiwar efforts and 
pushing for direct preferential 
presidential elections 
One of 56 congressmen to vote 
against American entry into 
World War I and the only mem­ 
ber of Congress to vote against 
declaring war on Japan. Miss 
Rankin calls the American for­ 
ay into Cambodia "wrong stu­ 
pid and cruel. 
"There are better methods for 
settling disputes than killing 
young men." she said, "but we 
—the public—have only our­ 
selves to blame that they aren't 
being used. 
Last fall, she walked in mora­ 
torium marches in Georgia and 
California. Two years ago. she 
led a rally of women in a march 
o Capitol Hill to protest the Viet­ 
nam war. The rally was dubbed 
the Jeanette Rankin brigade 


Miss Rankin who divides her 
time between homes in Montana 
and Georgia, also writes numer­ 
ous letters and makes countless 
telephone calls to members of 
Congress urging an end to the 
war. She wishes every Ameri­ 
can would do the same. 
"But don't just state your po­ 
sition " she cautions. "Always 
ask a question. And be prepared 
to write a half dozen times be­ 
fore you get an answer." 
Miss Rankin would like to see 
a female congressman from ev­ 
ery 
district. 
"Maybe 
we 
wouldn t do any better than the 
men but we certainly couldn't 
do any worse." she said. 
Women are too dependent on 
men. she said to realize their 
full potential. 
"If they re independent, talka­ 
tive and say what they think 
they can't get a job or husband. 
Look at me." she said jokingly, 
"unmarried and unemployed 
most of my life."

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) 
— 
Leftist Arab guerrillas threat­ 
ened today to blow up two hotels 
in which 58 foreigners are being 
held hostage if Jordanian troops 
continued shelling Palestinian 
refugee camps. 
The threat by the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine involves one hotel in 
which 36 people are being held 
and another in which 22 are un­ 
der detention. 
There was no independent 
confirmation here that the Jor­ 
dan army was shelling refugee 
camps today. 
(In Beirut. Lebanon, however. 
Western diplomatic sources said 
there were reports today of 
some tank fire on the camps. 
Palestinian sources there said 
tanks were shooting at anything 
that 
moved 
in 
the streets 
around the camps.) 
The hostages were held on 
Tuesday night by a band of 40 
guerrillas who occupied the 
American-owned 
Interconti­ 
nental Hotel. 
Later another group occupied 
the Philadelphia Hotel, about 
two miles away. 


The front told the hostages 
Wednesday they would be re­ 
leased but the decision was re­ 
versed when, a guerrilla leader 
claimed, the army resumed 
shelling the camps. 
Some of the non-Western hotel 
guests were allowed to leave 
Wednesday, including an oil 
worker from Trinidad whose 
18-month-old child was taken ill. 
Two American newsmen also 
got away but the remaining 
hostages include more than a 
dozen correspondents 
Amman has been without 
electric power for two days 
since the guerrillas shelled the 
electric power station.

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina 
(AP) — Police received fresh 
claims today that Gen. FJedro E. 
Aramburu. former president of 
Argentina, has been executed 
by the people who kidnaped him 
14 days ago. an Aramburu fami­ 
ly spokesman reported. 
The new claim was in a note 
in an envelope containing a pen. 
watch, medallion and keys car­ 
ried by the 67-year-old general 
when he disappeared from his 
home. 
The envelope was dropped in 
the night deposit box of a subur­ 
ban bank early today. An anon­ 
ymous telephone call to the 
bank 
manager brought 
him 
rushing to his office, lie deliv­ 
ered the envelope immediately 
to police. 
The police declined to com­ 
ment. But friends of the Aram­ 
buru family told newsmen that 
the personal items in the enve­ 
lope were those of the former 
president. The family refused to 
talk with newsmen. 
By report, the new note reiter­ 
ated earlier communiques writ­ 
ten by the “ Juan Jose Valle- 
Montoneros 
Command’’—self- 
proclaimed followers of former 
president Juan D. Peron. 
These communiques blamed 
Aramburu for the execution on 
June ll. 1956. of 27 Peronists—a- 
mong them Gen. Juan Jose 
Valle. The 27 had tried unsuc­ 
cessfully two days earlier to ov­ 
erthrow Aramburu and restore 
Peron to the presidency. 
The communiques said Aram­ 
buru was executed on June 2 
and his body given “ Christian 
burial." They added that the 
body will not be returned until 
the remains of Peron's wife— 
Eva—are “ found.” Mrs. Peron’s 
body disappeared while Aram­ 
buru was president, apparently 
to avoid public adulation. Mrs. 
Peron’s popularity among mil­ 
lions of Argentine workers was 
a key element of her husband's 
power, until her death from can­ 
cer in 1953.

Secu rities Firms Merg ers 
Viewed as Best An swer

NEW YORK (AP) - One so­ 
lution to the rickety financial 
underpinnings of many securi­ 
ties firms may be to “ pump two 
or three 
revenue producing 
units through the same opera­ 
tional pipeline." 
In other words, to merge the 
businesses 
of two or more 
firms, eliminating in the proc­ 
ess as much fixed overhead and 
duplication 
as 
possible. 
It 
means layoffs, of course, and 
the 
closing 
of 
some 
fancy 
branch offices. 
Such thinking was involved in 
the recently announced plans of 
the nation’s third largest bro­ 
kerage firm. Francis I. duPont, 
and the big investment banking 
firm of Glore Forgan Staats, 
Inc. 
Archie Albright, who as presi­ 
dent of G FS initiated talks with 
duPont, believes more such con­ 
solidations will be announced 
soon, as Wall Street reacts be­ 
latedly to a sharp drop in busi­ 
ness. 
The duPont firm, a partner­ 
ship, reported an operating loss 
of $7 .7 million last year, a figure 
the company says was reduced 
by tax recoveries. It declined 
comment on its present finan­ 
cial status. 
The process already is well 
under way. Nearly 4 0 member 
firms of the N.Y. Stock E x­ 
change either closed down or 
merged last year. The rate has 
accelerated this year, with 20 
firms merged or closed through 
April. 
The basic problem, as Al­ 
bright sees it, is that many 


firms used the wild trading vol­ 
ume of 1968 as a base from 
which to project their future. 
They assumed there would be 15 
million and 20 million share 
days. They planned for nothing 
less. 
The result: overhiring, nu­ 
merous branch offices, elabo­ 
rate office equipment, posh fur­ 
niture. The same bullish view 
permitted management and ad­ 
ministrative lapses to go unde­ 
tected. Poor accounting prac­ 
tices were common. 
When trading volume slack­ 
ened, the old practice of layoffs 
no longer was sufficient. The 
payroll could be cut, but it was 
more difficult to cut down on 
the fixed overhead. How do you 
fire the computer? 
Albright claims to know of 
what he speaks. He became 
president of G FS last year and 
within weeks had cut personnel 
by roughly IO per cent. This put 
the firm in the black for the fi­ 
nal three months of the year, 
but in Albright’s view the situa­ 
tion remained precarious. An­ 
other IO per cent were dropped 
in February. 
Still 
unsatisfied, 
Albright 
looked for a match with another 
company. After at least one fail­ 
ure, the present plan was ar­ 
ranged, the intent being to com­ 
plement G F S’s investment ca­ 
pabilities with duPont’s retail 
facilities. 
A few days after the merger, 
another firm was added to the 
complex 
by 
the joining 
of 
Hirsch & Co. with duPont. This 
means that as of July I the busi­ 
ness of three firms will be sup­ 
ported by one streamlined ad­ 
ministrative base.

Homosexuality among athletes is 
a subject untouched and until now, taboo in public print, 
though athletes in tin* clubhouse often joke about the practice, 
ridicule it and burlesque it with lisps prancing and mincing 
The latter was brought to national attention recently by 
Houston Astro pitcher Jim Bouton, in his forthcoming book. 
“ Ball Four 
On tile Seattle Pilots, tor whom Bouton pitched last year, 
the kidding took the form of pretended kissing which evolved 
into actual kissing "Just about every player on the team had 
at one time kissed another player full on the lips." said 
Bouton, before a game recently 
I just reported what was being done I don’t say that any of 
the players were or were not homosexual 
(The burlesque was often 
humorous, as supposedly 
intended, wrote Bouton 
'There is something hilarious about 
a lumpy hairy guy trying to aet queer while wearing the things 
we wear under a baseball uniform 
After awhile, however. 
Don Mint'lier saw little entertainment in it and punched a 
teammate who surprised him with a kiss on the cheek > 
What all this points out is that another of our national 
images or fabrications is on shaky ground Hairy chested ness 
does not necessarily equal masculinity 
Dr Brut e Ogilvie agrees Ogilvie is a professor of psychology 
at San Diego State College and also team psychologist for the 
New Orleans Saints He has probably done more research 
concerning athletes than any man in his field 
' Athletic ability 
or motor skills 
has nothing to do with 
the formation of sexual appetites, 
he said “ The idea that a 
fairy queen is only someone who minces around is nonsense. 
He can he a big. hairy, tough guy and still have the propensity 
for homosexual adjustment 
But any discussion on the subject has to be almost pure 
speculation, since there is not a single bit of research material 
about it 
that I ’m aware of. anyway 
Incidents of homosexuality 
or. at least bisexuality 
have been known of course, in athletics But that shouldn’t be 
surprising About thrice to five per cent of the male population 
in America is homosexual I think it s safe to say that that 
Same percentage of incidence would appear in any field — 
from engineering to polities to business to sports." 
Freud said that latent homosexuality resides in us all 
Ogilvie did not say he agrees with th.it, but he was curious 
about the “ overreaction 
to homosexuality in examples like 
Bouton s. 
I Ins clubhouse burlesquing could very well be a defensive 
statement, or perhaps it is a hostile acting out of a deep 
unconscious fear concerning their own virility.’’ said Ogilvie 
Why such an overreaction'’ After all. a truly heterosexual 
man could not care less what another man does with his body 
in terms of sexual expression.’’ 
Some reasons. he believes, that athletes indeed may have 
great drives in this area are: iii women flock to athletes, in 
many cases, and so athletes, as movie stars, become "jaded" 
and seek a totally different sexual experience; <2* because 
athletes are often cloistered in their male world of sport, they 
become womenphobic 
afraid of women 
Ogilvie does not believe the notion that the common 
occurrences of athletes embracing each other after a game- 
winning homer say. or a clutch basket is symptomatic of 
homosexuality 
That s a human response, not tied to 
sexuality 
he said 
It is a basic emotional response to a peak 
human expression 
It is the most extreme extension of 
positiveness, beauty, success, thrill. 
In fact, that response is so healthy it should be more 
frequent in our society We are a touchphobie people By that I 
mean we re fearful of showing our emotions by touching 
We re even afraid to touch eyes — visual expression 
But one thing should he emphasized Though tliere are 
surely some athletes who are homosexual, latent homosexual, 
bisexual, compulsive masturbators, impotents and so forth, 
there is no greater prevalence of these aberrations in sports 
tfian in any other field of achievement."

Co leman Controls Royals 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Young 
Joe Coleman is certain now he 
knows how to pitch victories for 
Washington. 


Off to the best start of his 
career, the 23-year-old right­ 
hander mowed down the Kan­ 
sas City Royals 8-1 Wednesday 
night 
for his fifth triumph 
against three losses. 
It was the first time the Roy­ 
als had been stopped by a com­ 
plete game performance in 21 
straight games. 
“ I know now I was just a 
thrower last year." Coleman 
said. "I was challenging every­ 
one. And if my fast ball wasn't 
working. I got killed 
“ Now. I ve learned to come in 
with the sidearm on right- 
handed batters after some fast 
bails. Just when they expect an­ 
other fast ball. I serve up a 
sidearm pitch. It s a pitch that 
gets me out of jams. 
"I even threw sidearm pitch­ 
es against a couple of left­ 
handers tonight and got away 
with it." 
Coleman developed his side­ 
arm pitch in high school but he 
credits Senators Manager Ted 


Williams with “ making me use 
it more" in the major leagues. 
“ Ted got me to using it more 
and more, and it s just what I 
needed.’’ 
Coleman, who never has had 
a winning season, insists this is 
the year. 
“ I feel the best I ve ever 
felt." he explained. “ Tonight. I 
was stronger in the ninth than 
in some of the middle innings. 
"We know we can win this 
year, and this gives the pitchers 
added incentive." 
Coleman gave up five hits, 
struck out five and walked two. 
He threw 131 pitches, "about 
average for me for nine innings. 
Once I threw 174 pitches in a 
complete game." 
Coleman was disappointed be­ 
cause he didn't get a shutout 
and become the first pitcher to 


whitewash the Royals in 66 
games, including 12 last year. 
With two out in the sixth. 
Amos Otis got the Royals’ sec­ 
ond bit. a double. Bob Oliver 
walked, and Joe Keough singled 
up the middle, scoring Otis. 
" I thought I could have gotten 
Keough's 
ball." 
Coleman 
moaned "I should have tried 
harder. And I shouldn't have 
walked Oliver.’’ 


Frank Howard proved the big 
headache for the Royals other­ 
wise. He had a perfect night.

Lotz Seeks Third Victory 
On the 197 0 P.G.A. Tour 


CHICAGO (AP)—Dick Lotz is 
a young lion who suddenly has 
become a dominant factor in pro 
golf. But there s been no great, 
immediate change for the 27- 
year-old Californian. 
He sat in the locker room with 
his hands held stiffly out in front 
of him.

Lotz. one of three players to 
capture two victories on the tour 
this year, pulled down the $30-

885 mile drive from 
Charlotte. N.C. to Chicago. 


"I wanted to fly. he said, "but 
1 couldn’t find anyone to drive 
my car. Usually you can get a 
touring caddy to drive it for 
you. but they aren’t working 
here, so it s two days behind the 
wheel." 


Lotz is a quiet, thoughtful, 
pleasant young man possessed 
of a smooth, classic swing who 
didn't make expenses his first 
four years on the tour, improved 
a little in 1968 then won $48,000 
and took the title in the satel­ 


lite Alameda County Open last 
year. 
He broke through to his first 
major title in the Monsanto 
Open this year and suddenly is 
second on the money list at al­ 
most $106,000. 
Lotz. a compact. 5-foot-9. 175- 
pounder. is the younger brother 
of tour regular Jim Lotz. 
"He was always better than 
me when we were kids." Dick 
said "I think that helped me— 
being in a position of always 
striving to be better than John." 
Lotz. who said he fulfilled his 
year's goal when he won his 
first tournament, has no illus­ 
ions about his status on the 
tour. 
" I don't think you can call 
anyone a really great player un­ 
til he has won maybe 20 tourna­ 
ments or more." he said. "Most 
of the guys out here have won 
only four or five, even some of 
the big names. 
" I think a player needs to 
prove himself over the long haul 
before he can be classed a great 
player." 
Lotz may not be in that cate­ 
gory yet. but he ranked among 
the favorites for the $26,000 first 
prize in the Western, the last 
tune-up before next week’s U.S. 
Open.

M a n y Different Causes 
For M alady of ' Blues' 


By HAL B O Y LE 
NEW YORK (A P i—What is 
the most common malady of 
our times'.’ 
A . doctor might say it was 
headache or head colds. A den­ 
tist would vote for tooth decay. 
A barber might nominate dan­ 
druff or. rather, the conditions 
that cause it. 
But probably the most preva­ 
lent ailment that has preyed 
upon 
man 
in all ages and 
climes affects chiefly not his 
body but his mind. It is that dis­ 
ease of the human spirit known 
colloquially as 'the blues. ' 


\ ou can get it from a hundred 
different specific causes. It can 
come from being broke, out of 
work, out of love or from just 
plain feeling -out of sorts" with 
everybody and everything. Of­ 
ten it merely consists of a 
nameless, aimless feeling of 
melancholy and futility—per­ 
haps springing from an uncon­ 
scious realization of how much 
the individual and his small 
dreams lie at the mercy of a 
vast universe indifferent to ei­ 
ther his welfare or his fate 
But periodically it affects ev­ 
eryone from the child in its cra­ 
dle to the old man in his wheel 
chair The symptoms in most 
cases 
are 
these, 
movement 
dwindles, self-pity and petu- 
lenee increase, and a pensive, 
brooding look comes upon the 
face as the soul stares inwardly 
at its own darkness. 
"How do you whip the blues0" 
That is a question I have asked 
perhaps 1.000 people I have in­ 
terviewed over the last quarter 
century. It never fails to inter­ 
est them, because all have felt 
life-defeated at some time in 
their careers, no matter how- 
hopeful or bouyant their na­ 
tures 
Just what can you do to snap 
out of it when you're feeling low 
and everything is going wrong0 
Here are a few suggestions giv­ 
en me bv those interviewees, 
some famous, some merely in­ 
famous: 
Stand on your head, literally. 
to get a different view of things. 
Take a cold shower. 
Walk or drive a different wav- 
home. 
Memorize a poem 
Reread your old love letters. 
Clean out a closet. 
Count your blessings. 
Write down ah the worries 
that are bothering you and then 
light a match and burn the pa­ 
per. thus symbolically destroy­ 
ing them. 
Avoid the people who bug you 
Go window shopping. 
Cook a new dish you’ve never 
tried before. 
Buy something brightly col­ 
ored you've never dared wear 
before. 
Hike into the hills and shout 
your woes aloud until the echoes 
make you realize how insignifi­ 
cant they are. 
Go into a park and listen to 
the children laugh. 
Go to a zoo and feed peanuts 
to the elephant 


Make a game out of seeing 
how many hours a day you can 
let pass without complaining 
about anything or criticizing an­ 
yone 
Pour out your troubles to an 
old friend who is really fond of 
you. 


Ponder the wisdom of the old 
saying. "This. too. will pass." 
Mrs Eleanor Roosevelt is one 
ot many who found comfort in 
this four-word remedy. 
Pray Pray not just lying in a 
lonely bed at night, but in your 
heart at your desk, or in a dim­ 
ly lit church during your lunch 
period. 
Summed up. all these cures 
for the blues have one basic 
thought: Don't just sit there 
feeling sorry for yourself. Get 
up and do something—right 
now-. Almost any change or ac­ 
tion you take, within the limits 
of common sense, will probably 
make vou feel better.

Army says some servicemen, 
let out of uniform early to go to 
college 
are cheating on the 
privilege and failing to enroll 
The service is so mad it is 
threatening to recall the culprits 
and 
possibly

As part of its effort to encour­ 
age more veterans to take ad­ 
vantage of GI schooling benefits 
—and ease pressure on the 
tightening labor market—the 
Nixon administration has ex­ 
panded the 10-year-old program 
allowing a head start of up to 90 
days for college-bound veterans 
to include vocational and techni­ 
cal schools. 
But an Army circular sug­ 
gests some men are using the 
early out program less to give 
them a head start on post serv­ 
ice education and more as a 
loophole to early freedom 
A number of queries from 
colleges and universities indi­ 
cate 
that 
some 
servicemen 
granted early separation to at­ 
tend school are failing to en­ 
roll 
the Army circular said 
without giving any figures 
This is a dangerous practice 
as it can backfire badly for 
those who obtain educational 
early outs' with the intent not 
to enroll or to make only a to­ 
ken enrollment." 
In cases where substantial ev­ 
idence of fraudulent intent ex­ 
ists. commanders were instruct­ 
ed to send fully documented de­ 
tails to Army headquarters in 
the Pentagon

The crop reporting board esti­ 
mated production as of June I 
at I 076 billion bushels. 2 per 
cent less than a month earlier. 
However, this was still more 
than the April estimate and 
w'ould rank as one of the largest 
winter wheat crops on record. 
Officials estimated the aver­ 
age yield at 3.2 bushels per har­ 
vested acre, down half a bushel 
from May indications but still a 
record.

winter 
wheat yield was 3.1 bushels the 
previous high. 
There was no estimate for 
spring wheat, but an earlier 
projection of 298 million bushels 
would mean a total wheat out­ 
put this year of more than 1.37 
billion bushels, compared with 
nearly 1.46 billion last year and 
the record of 1.6 billion in 1968. 
The report said planting of the 
1970 spring wheat crop began 
late and that growth was slower 
than usual.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For­ 
mer U.S. District Atty. Robert 
Morgenthau says he is shocked 
that American banks with for­ 
eign branches lend their facili­ 
ties to citizens defrauding the 
government.

Morgenthau

dorsed legislation to require 
U.S. banks to disclose records of 
accounts maintained in foreign 
banks. 
Morgenthau. who as New 
York district attorney investi­

banking 
transactions, added that many 
Swiss and Bahamian banks are 
owned and controlled by Ameri­ 
cans and "in some cases by 
American 
hoodlums 
closely 
linked to loan-sharking, gam­ 
bling rackets and other illegal 
businesses." 
He said investors, operating 
illegally through foreign banks, 
could develop a leverage on 
stock transactions that could 
represent a serious threat to the 
national economy during a time 
of financial instability. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon has been urged to 
sell U.S. warplanes to Israel by 
a majority of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
In a letter to Nixon signed by 


217 members, including leaders 
of both parties, the representa­ 
tives said: 
"It is clear that the moment 
has arrived for the United 
States to take firm action to 
meet the present danger posed 
by the involvement of the Sov iet 
Union military forces in the 
Middle East.

R N Y., 
said today the Atomic Energy 
Commission has failed to set 
adequate radiation protection 
standards for nuclear power 
plants, and proposed the states 
be permitted to fix more strin­ 
gent rules. 
He also said the Public Health 
Service should take over the re­ 
sponsibility at the federal level. 
Goodell said he will propose 
legislation to let the states fix 
standards higher than those es­ 
tablished in Washington. 
In testimony prepared for a 
Senate antitrust subcommittee. 
he said a new federal regulatory 
agency should be created with 
responsibility to license and reg­ 
ulate nuclear electric power. 


Old School Brightened 
By Pupils With Brushes 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) - 
Roosevelt Elementary School is 
small. 45 years old and due to 
be abandoned in 1975. The 
school district, therefore, has 
given it only minimum mainte­ 
nance. 
The classrooms looked worn 
and shabby—until the kids took 
paint brushes in hand and start­ 
ed swinging. 
Now you can color it the 
brightest school in town 
Its 13 classrooms and the ex­ 
terior too are being daubed with 
fresh paint in a do-it-yourself 
project involving the 490 stu­ 
dents. their teachers and many 
of their parents. 
Roosevelt school is in the in­ 
ner city area of this community 
of 200.000. An estimated 75 per 
cent of its pupils are Mexican- 
American and IO per cent Negro. 
"The teachers and I sat down 
together to discuss how to get 
parents involved " says Princi­ 
pal Don Tibbets. "We had been 
having a hard time getting a 
parents 
organization 
started, 
and we figured one way would 
be to paint the school. It s been 
12 years since the last job. 


"The idea caught on with ev­ 
eryone. It quickly spread from 
school to homes. The kids find it 
fun. Many have never painted 
before. Most live in rented 
homes. Suddenly parents who 
had never been inside the school 
started coming in to help.” 


A bunch of first-graders be­ 
gan the job. They scraped the 
sanded with such vigor they 
rubbed holes in the plaster, and 
at one point went through a 
molding into a nest of termites. 


Students select the colors. The 
district 
provides 
paint 
and 
equipment. Classes continue as 
usual, with some pupils study­ 
ing while others wield brushes. 
Four rooms have been complet­ 
ed and if the job is't done this 
semester 
work will 
resume 
come fall. 


Tibbets says the children have 
developed a proprietary interest 
rn the job. "They'll point to a 
freshly tinted door or wall and 
say. 
I did it; that s mine ’ 
They re proud of this school, 
even as beat up as it is-it s 
theirs." 
Air Force Pulls Out 
Of Big Wheelus Base 


TRIPOLI. Libya (AP) — Sev­ 
eral hundred Libyans stood si­ 
lent today as the American flag 
came slowly down for the last 
time at Wheelus Air Base and a 
Libyan band played the Star 
Spangled Banner. 
Then they applauded and 
cheered as the green, black and 
red flag of Libya rose briskly to 
the top of the pole to the roar of 
a 21-gun salute. 
The ceremony ended 16 years 
of U S Air Force operations at 
Wheelus. the last major Ameri­ 
can military base in Africa. 
Forty-five minutes later, the 47 
American airmen who handed 
over the huge facility had left 
for West Germany to get new 
assignments 
The departure of the Ameri­ 
cans left this oil-rich desert 
country with no foreign troops 
on its soil except small embassy 
honor guards. It also fulfilled a 
promise made by Col. Muamar 
Kadafi’s revolutionary govern­ 
ment soon after it niKtnd Kinn 


Idris last Sept. I to get rid of 
the Americans at Wheelus and 
British bases at Tobruk and El 
Adem. in eastern Libya. The 
British gave up their bases ear­ 
lier this year. 
Under the agreement with the 
monarchy, the American troops 
were to have stayed until the 
end of next year. But Kadafi's 
government made it a first or­ 
der of business to remove all 
foreign troops and set a new 
target date of June 30. The turn­ 
over took place 19 days ahead of 
schedule. 
The 
Libyan 
government 
immediately changed the base’s 
name from Wheelus to Uqbah 
Ben Nafe Air Force Base. 
It is not known exactly how 
Libya plans to use the sprawling 
base on the Mediterranean five 
miles outside Tripoli. The Lib­ 
yan air force now has only its 
nine F5 jet fighters, plus a few 
trainers, but France has agreed 
to sell the country more than IOO

Hang-ups Must Be Studied

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Despite all the spotlighting of the poor in America in the 
closing years of the 1960s. it is evident today that far too 
little is known about them 
And this is a severe handicap 
to policy-making in their behalf 


In the careless shorthand of public discussion, the notion 
has taken hold in some quarters that the* “ poor 
and “ wel­ 
fare recipients 
are almost wholly synonymous. 
I he fact is. of course, that there are now about 8 million 
welfare beneficiaries out of a reliably estimated 25 million 
poor Americans 
The huge nonwelfare remainder is com­ 
prised mostly of poor folk who work but do not earn enough 
to get above the poverty line. Then there are the unem­ 
ployed who are ineligible for welfare 
A more detailed profile of the urban poor, particular^ 
will be drawn later. The point to be made here is that, at 
the general level, some of the things being said about the 
American poor are unintentionally misleading. 
Iheie is much talk, for instance, about "making the poor 
productive.” Authors like Peter Plucker deal hopefully 
with this prospect on not just a national but a worldwide 
scale 


^ et he almost certainly would not disagree with the per­ 
ceptive urban affairs analyst. Dr Anthony Downs of Chi­ 
cago, when the latter says that “ nearly half” of all poor 
Amel leans cannot earn their way out of poverty because 
they are either old. disabled, too young, or are women car­ 
ing for the young 


Plucker presumably is most hopeful about that 31 per 
cent of the nation s poor who are at work but are simply 
not productive enough They need the b nefits of upgraded

Premarital Blood Test 


Recommended Procedure 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M D. 


Although June is traditionally known as the 
month of brides, weddings are fairly evenly 
distributed throughout the year. In planning a 
wedding, however, some couples fail to include the 
blood test required in many states. In some cases, 
this 
may 
necessitate 
an 
embarrassing 
postponement. 
This can be avoided by visiting your physician 
two or three weeks before the wedding date and 
telling him you want a serologic test for syphilis — 
a good idea even where it is not a legal 
requirement. When the test has been made, return 
to his office and get his certificate and the 
laboratory report. 
In most states, the marriage license must be 
applied for not later than 15 days after the blood 
test and is valid for only 30 days.* This is because it 
is possible (even though unlikely) that one of the 
parties may have acquired syphilis in the interim 
Although this whole procedure may sound 
terribly unromantic, it stems from the desire of the 
state — all too often justified — to protect the 
future offspring of a marriage. Syphilis is a 
treacherous disease and its most tragic blows fall 
on blameless infants. 
Q — If a wo ma n smokes during pregnancy, will 
this have a harmful effect on her baby? 
Yes. Heavy smoking has been shown to increase 
the chances 
of

miscarriage, 
stillbirth 
or 
premature delivery. Most authorities urge women 
to stop smoking during pregnancy, a small price to 
pay for giving a child a good start in life.

Are there any bad side effects? 
A — This drug , glycopyrrolate. is given for such 
digestive disorders as peptic ulcer, gastritis, hiatus 
hernia, persistent heartburn, gall bladder disease, 
pancreatitis, colitis and dicerticulitis. It should not 
be taken by anyone who has glaucoma, an enlarged 
prostate or sensitivity lo barbiturates. The chief 
side effects are dry mouth, blurred vision and 
constipation, but these are rarely seen when the 
usually prescribed dosage is taken
